The Germans 
knew, it would he impossible for 
Great Britain and France to have 
caught up in nine months with the 
Germans' 45 'years' 'preparations 
and fell themselves free, dealing 
first with France, to turn upvi 
ll'e Riisshn armies/Nine divisions 
transported from the Franco-Brit- 
ish front reinforced the Austrians, 
and the orfeusiie against the Rus- 
sians big'an in May.

Poland, transported part of the 
troops from the Russian front to 
the Save and the Danube for an- 
other offensive against 
Serbia, 


which after her victory over the 
Austrians had only 250,000 effec- 
tive men left-to-oppose theni. 


The French, in the Champagne 


and in the Artois in September, 
gained considerable territory and 
made important captures in pris- 
oners and material, but,as in the 
preceding offensive north of Ar- 
ras in June this-movement-failed 
of decisive results because of the 
narrowness of the front of the at- 
tack and the impossibility to push 
artillery 
preparation 
deeply 


enough into the 'German"line's. 
That the offensive was consider- 
ed to have confirmed-the super- 
iority of the French soldier in at- 
tack it nowise altered the general 
situation, just-then .further, com- 
plicated foy.the mobilization 
ot 


the Bulgarian army menacing the 
Serbians, which threatened 
trie 


-ventual extension' of the war to 
the Far East by the junction ot 
the armies of the Central Empires, 
Bulgarians and Turks. The Greek 
army was mobilized immediately, 
but'King Constantine. refused to 
sanction the government s policy 
of intervention, in favor of Serbia, 
Greece's ally, and forced Premier 
Venizelos to resign. 


The allies heavily engaged in 


the. Dardanelles now had to face 
either the 
eventuality 
o'" the 


crushing of Serbia and an unopT 
posed junction of the armies ot t-ne 
teutonic powers with those of the 
Bulgarian-Turkish 
coalition, or 


the additional burden of a cam- 
paign in the Balkans. The Dar- 
danelles- expedition had accom- 
plished no appreciable result and 
the need of saving Serbia was 
more urgent than the opening ot 
the Straits. 


There still appeared to be a cer- 


tain lack of unanimity among the 
allies as to the Gallipgli Peninsu- 
la and Saloniki. The landing at 
Saloniki was decided upon, how- 
ever, and. consented to by the 
Greek government before the rcs- 
innation of Premier Venizelos, it 


an iu early October. But it 


was too late to save Serbia, at- 
tacked by the Bulgarians on Oc- 
tober 7 when the Germans and 
Austrians. under 
Field Marshal 


Von Mackenscn already had taken 
Belgrade.' Though they fought 
heroically, the Serbians were over- 
whelmed by 
attacks 
from two 


sides and 
driven into Albania, 


while the armies of the Central 
Powers formed a junction with the 
Bulgarians and opened the route 
to Constantinople. 
New Difficulties 
In Mesopotania 


New difficulties continued to 


;lcvelop for the allies.howcvcr. In 
Jlcsapotamia the Turks stopped 
the advance 
of 
General Town- 


shcnd's 
forces 
within 
twenty 


miles of Bagdad and drove him 
back to Kut-cl-Amnra, besieging 
him there. 
In Persia the gen- 


darmerie revolted against the gov- 
ernment, creating fresh embarass- 
inents for the Russians 
In the 


Balkans, after the complete, con- 
quest of Serbia and the occupation 
of a considerable portion of Al- 
bania, the Auslrians invaded Mon- 
tenegro, and before the end of 
.lamiary all the Balkan peninsula 
with the exception of Greece, Ru- 


ania and a little corner of Alba- 


nia was in the hands of the group 
of Central Empires. 


That marked the limit of their 


successes. 
The 
advantage that 


time had gained for the allies he- 
pan to 
tell. 
General 
Ivanoff, 


commanding fhe Russian armies 
in Volhynia and Bessarabia, con- 
tinued their offensive in January 
\vith the occupation of C/artorysk. 
Itself unimportant, the .signifi- 
cance of this operation lay in the 
revelation it furnished of n re- 
freshed and 
reinforced Kussian 


army provided with new cannon, 
abundant supplies of projectiles 
nnd sufficient power Io plow up 
German field defenses. 


Nicholas' Advance 
. 


Was Significant , 
: 
, . 


Of far greater significance-was 


the advance in the Caucasus by 
Grand Duke Nicholas, forcing the 
fall of Erzerum accomplishing'the 
occupation of Kermanshah and, in 
the military view here, virtually 
eliminiating Turkey.as a factor in 
the European war, beside re-es- 
tablishing the prestige of the al- 
lies in Persia. Instead-of a reser- 
voir of men 
upon 
which they 


might draw to fill the void caused 
by eighteen 
months 
of heavy 


wastage, the central powers found 
at Constantinople only an addi- 
tional drain upon their resources. 
The Russian advance 
not only 


meant the recall of Turkish 'divi- 
sions that were .expected to help 
the Germans, Austrians and Bul- 
garians against the allies at Sa- 
loniki, but German and Austrian 
troops were sent with them to aid 
the defeated Ottoman forces in 
Armenia. Yet Trebizond fell aft- 
er Erzerum; Mush was occupied, 
and the conquest of Armenia was 
nearly complete. 
The diversion 


in the east had failed to break 
the cordon of steel, and in Febru- 
ary the coalition of the central 
empires was facing 
a crisis of 


greater gravity 
than any that 


had threatened the entente allies. 
The Bulgarian army was almost- 
barefoot, the Turks, excepting at 
Knt-el-Amara,' were everywhere 
defeated, and the wastage of the 
long and unsuccessful effort to 
take Dvinsk had weakened Von 
Hindenburg so 'that he was in- 
capable of undertaking a general 
offensive on the .Russian front. 
The Austrians, left to themselves, 
had .never 
succeeded ' and the 


maintenance of. a large force .be- 
fore Saloniki was required to hold 
Serbia and prevent the invasion 
of Bulgaria. The interior situa- 
tion of Germany was officially ad- 
mitted to be grave. 


In this embarrassment, as the 


French.observers view it,.the cen- 
tral powers 
ardently desiring 


peace, and_ urgently.needing suc- 
cess to' raise the spirits of the 
German people, depressed as they 
were by prolonged 
privations, 


looked to the French front and de- 
cided upon the adventure of. Ver- 
dun. 


The German plan seems origin- 


ally to have been to concentrate 
artillery, 
munitions and men in 


such force over a limited length of 
front that the onrush would be ir- 
resistible. They chose Verdun be- 
cause, the. position of. the ancient 
fortress was such that the defend- 
ers had their backs to the River 
Meuse on two sides and because 
success there 
would give the 


greatest possible prestige with 
neutral powers and the maximum 
comfort to their own people. It 


as also possible they knew what 


subsequent 
political 
events in 


France disclosed — that the de- 
fenses of Verdun were not, in 
view of the field tactics of this 
var .as strong as other -parts of 
the front. U is the belief of mili- 
tary experts 
Iliat the Germans 


hoped to break through the front 
there and destroy the French ar- 


ies. 
It was imperative that suc- 


cess be rapid, 
according to this 


iew, and when, after three days, 
the advance was checked in the 
region of .Douamont the project 
failed. General retain, as an of- 
ficial citation later revealed, had 
time to "re-establish 
a delicate 


situation." 
There was no longer 


hope of 
breaking 
through the 


French front. 


Every yard of ground gained 


by the Germans before Verdun 
since February 24 has been at an 
jxtrcmely 
heavy 
sanguinary 


cost. 
The continuing of so ex- 


pensive and fruitless an operation 
has puzzled 
the critics. It has 


been advanced that the Germans 
persisted with the object of ex- 
hausting tiie French forces and 
preventing an 
offensive 
by the 


allies elsewhere. If that end was 
in view, the successes of the allies 
in the battle of tlie Somme show 
it was not attained. 


The battle of Verdun, if order- 


ed with the intention of interfer- 
ing with the offensive plans of the 
Allies, in nowise diminished the 
chances of carrying them 
out, 


whatever the fate of the discard- 
jd fortress, it having now no 
more significance apart from the 
prestige of the name than 
any 


other point-along the front. Local 
success there has long been dis- 
counted and, in military opinion 
can have no vital effect, while the 
attempting of a wastage process 
by the Central Powers at 
this 


.stage of the war is held to he il- 
lusory and certainly enormously 
costly. The. Central Empires have 
no longer reserves in such num- 
bers that they can afford to launch 
them against the Allies 
in the 


mere hope of inflicting more dam- 
age than they suffer. 
Verdun Defense A 
Notable Development 


The heroic defense of Verdun, 


on the other hand, has been for 
the Allies one of the notable de- 
velopments of the war. 
It held 


German reserves there in 
such 


numbers as to put an end to the 
shifting of troops from front to 
front. It prevented the reinforce- 
ment of the Austrians, suffering 
from the loss of prisoners, with 
perhaps as many in casualties, to 
the armies under General Brns- 
siloff. 
It obliged the Germans to 


prolong during five months a vast 
daily expenditure of 
projectiles 


that was expected to continue only 
a few days, and has so drawn up- 
on their reserves of munitions that 
in the battle of the Somme they 
were able to reply to the French 
and British guns in the propor- 
tion of only one shot for thre>.f; 


The successful defense, of Ver- 


dun and the successful offensives 
of the Allies in the north 
of 


France and on the western front 
show at the end of the 
second 


year of the war that the finally- 
prepared -war map on which the 
German Chancellor held that the 
Allies ought to accept 
negotia- 


tions is undergoing singular mod- 
ifications, with the Russians oc- 
cupying Bukowina and part of 
Galicia; the Italians recovering 
territory, lost in the recent Aus- 
trian offensive and still in pos- 
session, of the Isonzb region, and 
with the French and British in 
possession of more than 30 villages 
on the banks of the Somme that 
had been occupied by the Ger- 
mans for 20 months and each of 
them transformed in the 
mean- 


time into miniature fortresses. 


The Allies have caught up with 


the advantage of the Central Pow- 
ers in preparation, and any fur- 
their modifications of the respec- 
tive positions of the contending 
forces, it is 'believed, must be a re- 
conquest of invaded territory by 
the Allies. 


The destruction of 
adversary 


forces is another and a far more 
difficult matter. In this war the 
end may 'be nearer than many hope 
or may yet be far -distant. . There 
are no basis on 'which' to calcu- 
late the progress of military oper- 
ations or the resistance 
of the 


'belligerents, even when apparent- 
ly doomed to defeat. 
What 
is 


clear is that the anticipated as- 
cendency of the Allies, 
arising 


from their unrestricted resources, 
appears to have been realized.

As was to be expected the teed school standard of eight years 


in the grades and four in the high school is not to stand unchal- 
lenged. The county school superintendent at Pittsburgh says the 
curriculum was fixed arbitrarilly, without any study or knowledge 
of the real needs of the child. Modestly, let us assume, he says his 
own'experience teaches him the child's mind for its first twelve 
years, is devoted to reception, the mere acquisition of information, 
from teaching. This would carry it in to the sixth grade. But 
over twelve the mind turns to reflection, it does not unquestion- 
ingly accept a statement as true, but questions why. it is so, the 
reason'for things. In other words, the child begins to refuse to ac- 
cept a thing just because teacher says it, he becomes;' in a way, 
curious to know the why and-the wherefore. His interest in this 
direction must be stirred, else he loses the finer principle of educa- 
tion. 
. 


i 
'The superintendent predicates upon this that the curriculum 


ihduld he divided into six grades, three elementary and three in 
advanced high school. He makes the assertion that such an ar- 
rangement would be better fit the child's mental 
development, 


rather than trying to make it fit the courses. Just how ameh merit 
there is in his proposed plan will provoke discussion among those, 
who give their best efforts and thoughts to education. It may or 
may not be found to be an improvement upon1 .'the present system. 
As a suggestion it commends itself. 
Undoubtedly the schools 


are not producing the most desirable results. There seems to be a 
general impression that this is because there has been too much 
running to fads, too much of time given to the inconsequent, rather 
than the substantial and elementary, but it may be the main fault is 
with an trbitrarilly imposed system.

Some hope was held out by the local 
forecaster for possible relief from the present heat wave which is 
sweeping over the central portion of the United States by Sunday 
night or Monday morning. But for today no such encouragement 
was forthcoming from any source.

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AND YET HAS MERIT 


As was to be expected the fixed school standard of eight years 


in the grades and four in the high school is not to stand unchal- 
lenged. The county school superintendent at Pittsburgh says the 
curriculum was fixed arbitrarilly, without any study or knowledge 
of the real needs of the child. Modestly, let us assume, he says his 
own experience teaches him the child's mind for its first twelve 
years, is devoted to reception, the mere acquisition of information 
from teaching. This would carry it -in to the sixth grade. But 
over twelve the mind turns to reflection, it does not unquestion- 
jngly accept a statement as true, but questions why it is so, the 
reason for things: In other words, the child begins to refuse to ac- 
cept a thing just because teacher says it, he becomes, in a way, 
curious to know the why and the wherefore. His interest in this 
direction must be stirred, else he loses the finer principle of educa- 
tion. 


The superintendent predicates upon this that the curriculum 


should be divided into six grades, three elementary and three in 
advanced high'school. He makes the assertion that such an ar- 
rangement would he 'better fit the 
child's '.mental 
development, 


rather than trying to make it fit the courses. Just how much merit 
there is in his proposed plan will provoke discussion among those, 
\vlio give their best efforts and thoughts to education. It 
may or 


may not be found to be an improvement upon the present system. 
As a suggestion it commends itself. 
Undoubtedly the schools 


are not producing the most desirable results. 
There seems to be a 


general impression that this is because there has been too much 
running to fads, too much of time given to the inconsequent,'rather 
than the substantial and elementary, 'but it may be the main fault is 
with an trbitrarilly imposed system.
